THE PROSECUTION, aided by the court, is trying hard to spread the myth that 


Marxists in their writings usé a special language invented by Lenin to conceal alleged 


subversive aims. On this basis t 


stitution and Bill of Rights is be- 
ing challenged as camouflage and 


doubletalk. This tactic of re- 


action is, of course, not new. 
What is new is the way it is be- 
ing done—the accusation of the 
existence of a hidden language 
in the writings of Communists, 
the language of Aesop, the au- 
thor of the famous fables. Since 
this accusation has been made by 
the prosectition and judge sev- 
eral times, and is becoming the 
theme song of the prosecution, 
let us look into it. 


On March 30, in*the afternoon 
session, which the writer at- 
tended, the prosecution intro- 
duced the preamble of the Con- 
stitution of the Communist Party 
and asked Judas Budenz what 
the defendants had in mind in 
writing that the Communists sup- 
port the Bill of Rights. 

“It's Aesopian,” declared the 
well-rehearsed renegade. 

You would think that the 
judge would ask Budenz to 
show what words, expressions, 
or thoughts represented Aesops’ 
lahguage. No such question 
e jus- 
tice. Still.the matter could not. 
be left there. You can’t simply 
say that the Communists mean 
“No”. when they say “Yes” in 
affirmation of their democratic 
faith and that when they call 
for the defense of the Bill of 
Rights, they are in reality, by 
way of the Aesopian Route, urg- 
ing its overthrow. . 


THE PROSECUTION there- 
fore introduced Lenin’s Imperi- 
alism.
